WASHINGTON, D. C., Feb. 
9.— 
The house insurgents, 
29 strong, 
have agr<H*d on a plan of action for 
taking from the speaker the appoint­ 
ment of committees and controlling 
the large power vested In the com­ 
mittee on rules. 
Speaker Gardner 
of Massachusetts, on ' of the fad ers, 
laid the plan before President Roose­ 
velt. and put the whole question lie- 
fore the house this afternoon in the 
form of a resolution. 
In brief the plan is this: Vesting 
the power of appointment of com­ 
mittees and their chairmen In 
a 
committee of 15, nine republicans 
and six democrats, chosen from the 
house by territorial division, so that 
each section of the country may lie 
represented. 
The committee will be 
known as the committee on rules 
and committees. 
Another stipula­ 
tion is that one day in the week to 
be known as “calendar Tuesday,’' 
will be set apart for action on gen­ 


eral measures of importance, whether 
approved by the speaker and 
the 
committee on rules and commit­ 
tees” or not. 
On that day no con­ 
sideration of an appointment

is to be permitted.
